The Bear Who Sometimes Smiled 


Te LATE ANDREI VISHINSKY 
was a unique figure in the Rus 
sian hierarchy. In contrast.to such 
top: men as Stalin and Molotov, 
had not been one of the old Bolshe- 
viks of the early days. Nor, like Ma 
lenkov, had he worked his way 
through the Party ranks 
Vishinsky in his youth 
Menshivik, the moderate branch of 
the revolution later liquidated by the 
Bolsheviks.

Constructive Move on. Narcotics 


TTORNEY-GENERAL ROBERT 

Bonner has brought a construc- 
tive approach to the narcotics prob- 
lem_with his suggestion of a joint 
meeting of federal authorities: and 
representatives of three provinces. 

He proposes that the health and 
justice departments discuss the ques- 
tion with the attorneys-general of 
Quebec, Ontario and British Colum- 
bia. These are the provinces in which 
drug addiction is greatest. 


It is apparent from Mr. Bonner's 
statement that he realizes mere sup- 
ression is not enough to curb the 
narcotics traffic. Law enforcement, 
he says, has been successful as such, 
“but the fact is the addict popula- 
tion of British Columbia is not de- 
clining.” 

Mr. Bonner is impressed by th« 
apparent success of the English sys- 
tem and believes this country might 
benefit by studying it. Any such 
study would. presumably involve ihe 


consideration of treatment centres 
possibly existing hospitals—and the 
advisability, of distributing drugs 0 
prescription. Beyond that are im- 
portant questions in federal amend- 
ments to the Criminal Code and the 
Opium and Narcotics Drug Act 
Changes would be required in both 
to permit a new approach to the 
issue. 

Any effective system must depend 
to a substantial degree on co-opera- 
tion from the addicts themselves. 
Obviously those interests which are 
reaping huge profits from the illegal 
sale of drugs will fight an experimert 
which threatens their profits. They 
will seek, too, to encourage users io 
boycott the plan, 

That does'not, however, doom any 
cheme to failure. Mr. Bonner has 
moved constructively in an attempt 
to remedy a grave situation in Brit- 
ish Columbia. It is to be hoped he 
will be given support by other prov- 
inces..andOttawa.in.this.effort.

WHY GROW OLD? 


Treat Your

We take our poor feet for 
granted. It’s a good thing that 
they do not take us for granted. 
If they. did we might fall flat 
on our faces. As it is, no mat 
ter how kind they are, if we 
neglect them, they can have an 
awful revenge! 

When your feet are tired or 
aching or burning, or. your 
shoes do not fit properly, you 
feel tired all over. This affects 
your personality and even your 


facial contour,. which will droop | 


under the repercussions of such 
distress. 

There are a few general rules 

to remember about care of the 
feet. 
Overweight is a burden on 
the arches of our feet, whica 
must support us. Pregnancy
